by the end of the year. So far as 
is known all of these men avould 
go to the Army. Maj. Gen. Lewis 
B. Hershey, Director of Selective 
Service, has been disclosed as 
having told Congress that his 
present funds would not last be- 
yond the 185,000 inductions. 

A summary of Army mobiliza- 
tion since the decision was made 
to defend the Republic of Korea 
shows that the Army will be 
rounded out with as many as 300,- 
000 additional men by mid- 
Autumn. When the first occupa- 
tion divisions were committed to 
Korea from Japan the entire 
Army totaled 591,000 officers and 
men.

The B-36D 
Has 10 Engines 


From Fort Worth.comes word of a new 
superbomber which both comforts and 
dismays us, since there is no ls on 
superweapons of any sort. Comforting is 
the fact that American know-how and 
research continue to produce. 

That weapon is the B-36D, which has 
jumped from the largest plane of previous 
aviation history—a six-engine bomber— 
to one of ten engines. The wings are just 
a few feet short of being as wide as a foot- 
ball field is long. ; 

Each huge wing has two jet engines, 
which combine with the six conventional 
motors, to give it the total of 10. The craft 
develops “almost 42,000 horsepower,” 
which is equal to the power of 420 average 
automobile engines. Its speed is “above 
435 miles an hour.” Its service ceiling is 
“above 45,000 feet.” The human eye can’t 
see that high. 

Keep in mind it was within the life- 
time of today’s adults that the Wright 
brothers made history at Kitty Hawk, 
N. C., with a frail kite-like craft which 
flew for a few seconds at about 20 feet 


off the ground. i.

Success in Middle East 


WASHINGTON—The Middle East part of the world is on 
our side now. If it should be seized and occupied by Commu- 
nist Russia the remaining free world would be split into two 
unconnected segments. Freedom of movement in the vital Medi- 
terranean and through the Suez Canal would immediately be 
choked off. 

It has been no secret that Communist Russia fully planned 
and ‘still plans to take over the Middle East. She tried to destroy 
Greece. She tried to paralyze Iran. She tried to penetrate 
Turkey. 

And if we were negligent in combating Russia and commue- 
nism in the Far East, we certainly were not in the Middle East. 
In the period of the past four years, the United States successfully 
defeated Russia on all of her attempts to take over the’ Middle 
East. 


Stvmied We prevented Russian attempts to’ paralyze and 

¢ absorb Iran by giving Iran the necessary support 
to stand up and defy Russia, along with the help of the United 
Nations. I saw some of this first-hand and right on the ground 
floor when I was in Iran in 1947. Our ambassador there, George 
Allen, who is now in Yugoslavia, did a magnificent job in winning 
Iran to our side. 

Red Russia failed to bully Turkey as we backed Turkey up 
in her firmness and courage to resist Russian threats and pressure. 
We have given military aid to Turkey and that aid has contributed 
substantially to the modernizing and strengthening of the Turkish 
military force. Our ‘aid gave Turkey a sense of security that 


was critically needed. We not only stopped this Russian threat. 


but’ we developed a strong ally in Turkey. 

Turkey is in a dangerously hot position. It borders Russia 
on the east and Communist-controlled Bulgaria on the west. 
Russia covets the control that Turkey has over the strategically 
important waterway from the Black Sea to Iran and Arabia. 

Russian 8ponsored Communist guerillas were defeated’ in 


‘Greece with the military aid and economic aid that the United 


States gave to Greece. 


In four years of positive firmness and courageous 
Stronghold action, we have stopped Russia in the Middle 
East. We have a strong foothold there. but it needs constant 
attention. Our policy and our success in the Middle East makes 
all the.clearer the reason for our failure in the Far East—nega- 
tive indecision, 

Yet the victories, that we have thus far gained are victories 
of short-term character and heavily balanced on the physical 
side. The more permanent gain of security is the long-term goal 
of winning the Middle East over to our ideology of free democ- 
racy, as distinguished from the Communist totalitarian enslaved 
way of life. 

This is a psychological selling job. And in order to sell the 
Middle East on our way of life, we’ve got to know and learn 
the people and ways of the Middle East better. We must first 
study, appraise and understand the social and political aspects 
and conditions of the area. 

It has been said that the Middle East is “a sensitive barometer 
of the mood and temper, the problems and prospects of a world 
whose fate has become indivisible but whose nations are not

BONN, Germany, Aug. 24—In a report to Dean Acheson, Secretary of State, made public Thurs- 
dal, John J. McCloy, U. S. High Commissioner, declared that in the Soviet Zone “alert units” of the 
people's police are being trained in 50 camps, indicating a large expansion of the East Zone military 


training program. 


McCloy pointed out that these Bereitschaften, 
or alert units, were “probably the nucleus of a 
far larger force.” 


The implication was that the purpose of the 
units was action outside the Soviet zone. 
The training was described by McCloy as 


“military and “ideological (political-cultura)) 
training” and the entire size of this special force,

Hirohito’s Hobby Is Biology 


TOKYO—Five years after losing his power but not his “face,” Japan's 49-yeare 
old Emperor Hirohito lives the kind of life his intellectual bent has long dictated. 
The master of ceremonies of his household, dapper Yasumasa Matsudaira, gave 
me a fill-in on a typical day in the life of Emperor Hirohito today, and it sounds 
like something that would please any lofty scholar. The Emperor, who is still 


addressed by the Japanese as Tanna Heika (Son of Heaven), rises 


rises at 7 a. m. and 


icenktadts with the Empress. They prefer an American style breakfast, which sometimes includes - 


ham and eggs. 


But they drink tea instead of coffee. The Emperor then reads two or three of the 


15 daily newspapers published in Tokyo, and at 10 o'clock he walks across one of the gardens of 
the superb palace grounds which sit behind a moat in midtown Tokyo and in about 10 minutes 


he reaches his “bunko.” 

The “bunko” is a one-story building of steel 
and concrete construction which the Emperor 
and his family used as a bomb shelter during the 
days of the B-29 raids on Tokyo. “Bunko” 
means, in effect, literary warehouse. 


The Emperor's study once was in the 
main palace in the great, park-like area that 
sits behind the moat. But in the big incen- 
diary raid of May 24-25, 1945, a great burn- 
ing log was catapulted through the air from 
the bombed regions of the city and impaled 
itself between a roof and ceiling in the 
ancient palacé—and burned the building to 
a cinder. Thus the change in the location 
of the Emperor’s study. 


He sees mainly biology scholars from the 
National Academy after he arrives at his study 
and listens attentively to their latest findings 
and readings. It is about 1 o’clock when he 
walks back to the small palace which houses 
the Empress and their four unmarried children 
and lunches with his wife, usually a Japanese- 
style meal. Every Saturday and Sunday the 
children lunch with their parents. 

After lunch Emperor Hirohito usually returns 
to his study for more discussion with biologists 
for a few hours, then comes back to his home to 
sit by and listen to Philadelphia's Mrs. Elizabeth 
Gray Vining, Crown Prince Akihita’s instructress, 
give the Empress her daily English lesson. The 
Emperor never joins in. He cannot speak 
English. 

Every Thursday and Saturday after luncheon 
the Emperor goes to a small laboratory on the 
palace grounds to browse among his plants and 
specimens of marine life. He dines with the 
Empress about 5:30 or 6—they seldom have 
guests—and settles down for the evening. 

His royal chamberlain~ invariably suggests 
after dinner that he be permitted to turn on a 
radio for the Emperor or show him one of the 
latest American moving pictures sent over by the 
American forces in Japan. 

But the Emperor just as invariably says, 
“Since I’m free from appointments for the eve- 
ning, I think I will read a book.” The book 
almost always is about biology. By 10 o'clock 
he is yawning his way to bed, after a little 
session with his children. + 

Emperor Hirohito has one trouble which many 
American fathers will understand. He can not 
get his kids interested in the ruling hobby of 
his life. Crown Prince Akihita, 16, is inclined 


to drowse when the Emperor gets going ani- 
matedly on the topic of the relative effect of 
vertebrates and invertebrates on the plant life 
flourishing on the floor of the Sea of Japan. 

The prince prefers to talk about his new 
motorized scooter. This makes the Emperor 
yawn and he is inclined to shake his head and 
say, in effect, “Sekai wa doh nruka”—which, as 
you probably know, means “What's the world 
coming to?” 


Five years ago the royal family of Japan 
consisted of what amounted to 17 families, 
including the families of three Korean 
princes. Today it is composed of the Em- 
peror’s immediate family and his three 
younger brothers, Chichibu, Takamatsu and 
Mikasa, and his mother, the dowager 
empress. 


The Diet gives him a nominal $55,000 a year 
to take care of all of them, a fraction of his 
former income. But Emperor Hirohito has no 
interest in money. He is content with his books 
and specimens and his talks with his scholars 
and family. 

Most of all he still feels he is the father of 
the Japanese people, and it is a great comfort 
to him to see them progressing toward the goal 
which he himself always yearned for—freedom 
of the individual.

Korean Rice, 


Ever Tried It? 


Korean housewives have one 
problem in common with 
American homemakers, that is 
cooking rice so that it is neither 
too wet nor too dry. 

Since rice is served at nearly 
every meal, Korean women have 

lenty of practice in preparing 
t. However, they serve many 
side-dishes with the rice on 
small, individual tables. 

The most popular dish in 
Korea is one made from “paek- 
ch’ae,” a tender white cabbage. 
The cabbage is fermented (it 
tastes like our sauerkraut) in 
galt and combined with shrimp, 
dried fish, Korean pears, chick- 
en slices, pepper, nuts and other 
delicacies. 

Soy sauce is the staple Korean 
condiment, and the nutritious 
bean cake, a custard-like curd, 
is put to daily use. The young 
leaves, blossoms and flower 
stems of the “Hopak” (squash) 
are used to make a delicately- 
flavored soup. 

Wheat flour, such as we use 
in bread, is chiefly for a fa- 
mous Korean national dish 
called “kuksu,” a sort of vermi- 
celli, rey with soup to
